DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-5, 7-9, and 1 1 are pending in the instant application. 

After an interview with Nicole Beeier on November 12, 2009 showed a 
mistake in the previous action, the Office Action of September 29, 2009 is 
withdrawn and replaced with this instant Office Action. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
5, 2009 has been entered. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-7, 9, and 11 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bayly et al. (CA 2477657 and WO 03/075836, which correspond to 
the same document). 

Claims 1-9 and 1 1 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bayly et al. (CA 2477657 and WO 03/075836, which correspond to 
the same document). 
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The rejections have been reconsidered in light of the declaration of Dr. Cameron 
Black and the arguments submitted by the Applicant. The rejections are withdrawn 
because the Applicant has shown that the X group linker leads to an unexpectedly 
higher activity. 

Previous Double Patenting Rejections 

Claims 1-9 and 1 1 were previously provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over at least 
claims 1 and 25 of copending Application No. 12/082,104, now published as US 
PGPUB 2008/0188529. 

In the interview with Nicole Beeler, attorney for the Applicant, on November 12, 
2009, the Examiner determined that due to a preliminary amendment, the '104 
application did not overlap with the instant claims and there is no reference that would 
make the claims obvious over one another. Therefore, the rejection is withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-5, 7-9, and 11 are allowed.
